THE EUROPEAN OUTLOOK. 

The latest news from Europe is not alto- 
gether pacific.

Onthe other hand, it is 
beginning to be the opinion of the closest 
observers in Europe that the armistice is 
only the first step towards war between Rus- 
sia and Turkey, and that the peace condi- 
tions are already a failure in advance. The 
most significant reason for this opinion is 
found in the desertion of Turkey by the 
other Powers. England, long time the friend 
of Turkey, has virtually declared she will 
not fire a gun in defense of Mohammedans, 
or to sustain the Government of the Osmanlis. 
She will take no warlike step until her East- 
ern interests are involved by a menace to 
Constantinople. The London Times of Oct. 
20 significantly says: ‘‘If there ever has 
been such a thing in the world as a national 
decision, it is that which has been taken by 
the British people with respect to the con- 
tinuance of the Turkish rule. No Minister, 
no public man who has a position to gain or 
lose, will henceforth venture to advocate a 
advocate a war for the maintenance of the 
Suitan’s Government.” And again, in the 
same issue; There is good ground for believ- 
ing that we should have no real support from 
any Power ina war: for the defenso of the 
Turkish State.”

Russia insists upon seizing Constantinople 
and the Bosphorus, no European Power will 
interfere to help Turkey. 


THE PETER COOPER VOTE. 

The Greenback party still maintains its 
organization, comparatively strong in some 
States, weak in others, and merely nominal 
in isolated districts. As the election draws 
near, and there are indications in some 
States that it will be close, the importance of 
this vote in possibly determining the final 
result becomes very obvious.

The 
result of the election was known to de- 
pend on the vote of New York, yet 
15,800 Whigs in that State voted for 
Brewzy, and thus allowed Porn to 
beat CLar by a plurality of 5,156. This is 
precisely what the Greenbackers did in Indi- 
ana in October, and what they are laboring 
now to do in New York, Illinois, Michigan, 
and Wisconsin, and in parts of other States. 
That can be the only and inevitable result of 
the persistent voting for Perzr Coopzr. 

Though not probable, yet it is possible, 
that a few thousand votes polled by Repub- 
licans for Peter Cooprr might elect Trrpmx 
Electors in New York, Michigan, Wisconsin, 
and perhaps other States, as it certainly will 
do in Indiana, and hence, though the ma- 
jority of the people of each of those States 
be opposed to Io, he would get the 
Electoral vote of all of them.

WHEREIN IT WAS DEFICIENT. 

The Democratic torchlight procession 
urday night was, on the whole, a very cred- 
itable affair, considering the circumstances. 
It requires a good deal of courage on the 
part of anybody to turn out to bear a torch 
in glorification of such aman as Sam TDI,. — 
a weazened, wily, mercenary old bachelor, 
incapable of a generous impulse, and who 
has made millions by unconscionable sharp 
law- practice.

Sermon by Prof. Swing Yesterday at 
the Central Church. 


1 Comparison. of the Classic. and the 
Christian Graces. 


Prof. Swing preached yesterday morning at 
the Central Church, taking as his text: 

Bat the greatest of these is Charity.—J. Cor., 

t., Le 


If of three the mightiest doctrines of Chris- 
tianity charity is the greatest, wonderful in- 
deed must be its greatness! Ik one could sum- 
mon from the past the three men that 
have lived, and then a voice from Heaven 
should tell us which one were greatest of the 
three, what laurels indeed would rest upon 
that chosen forebead. From the three un- 
equaled virtues of the soul charity is ordered 
to step forward and be crowned the chief. 
Would there were some argument or some 
panegyric by whose help we could come to some 
fair estimate of the worth and beauty of this 
loftiest figure in Paul's group. But, lice chil- 
dren on the sea-shore, we must wander up and 
down in vain, in presence of a watery scene 
that defies our senses, and will moan, and roar, 
and rise, and fall after we are all dead. 
If St. John speaks truly, there come 
silences in Heaven when voice of even 
the blessed is hushed. This pause of language 
might perhaps come when some truth only 
vaguely dreamed of in this life, flashes forth 
in unclouded light. in presence of such a sud- 
den unveiling it might be that all the immortal 
host would suddenly fall into that realization 
that has only silence and tears.
